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Israel Calm On Eye 
Of Eichmann's Trial

JERUSALEM (AP)-The day of 
reck oning 
came 
Tuesday 
for 
Adolf Eichmann, accused as the 
master ex ecutioner of Hitler’s 
Reich. 
The slight, balding man accused 
of complicity in the slaughter of 
six million Jews will tak e his 
place in the prisoner’s dock , 
shielded from possible avengers 
by sheets of Inillet proof glass. 
Justice Moshe Landau, presi­ 
dent of the three-judge Israeli 
court, will turn to Eichmann and 
say: 
‘’Adolf Eichmann, 
stand 
up.” 
And the trial of the man run 
to earth by Israeli agents in Ar­ 
gentina last May will be on. 
Eichmann must stand for the 
reading of the indictment, a for­ 
midable document of 15 counts. 
The indictment accuses him of 
•‘crimes against the Jewish peo­ 
ple and crimes against hunum- 
ity.” 
The max imum penalty is death. 
Eichmann was chief of the Ges­ 
tapo’s Jewish affairs section in 
World War II. To him—in the 
cold, impartial words of Nazi bu­ 
reaucracy—was assigned the job 
of finding “the final solution of 
the Jewish problem.”

The prosecution charges the so 
lulion was the Nazi death camps. 
Eichmann will be ask ed how he 
pleads once the indictment is 
read. And before he answers, his 
West German attorney, Robert 
Servatius, is ex pected to rise and 
challenge the legality of the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Servatius is eaMpccied to argue 
that Eichmann was k idnaped in 
Argentina and themfore that his 
trial is illegal; that Israel did not 
ex ist as a nation at the time the 
crimes allegedly were committed, 
and is without jurisdiction; that 
he is being tried under a law 
passed after the crimes were 
committed. 
As the trial once more focused 
the glare of world publicity on 
Hitler’s Reich. Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer of West Germany de­ 
clared Nazism has been purged 
“from our social life and souls.” 
‘‘We wish that in this trial the 
whole truth will come to light and 
that justice will be served,” Ade­ 
nauer told the West German na­ 
tion in a TV address from Bonn. 
So ldiers Patro l Building 
Noting Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion of Israel said recently 
young Germans should not be 
held responsible for wrongs of the 
past and Israel wants friendly re­ 
lations with Germany, Adenauer 
added: “For these words at the 
beginning of the trial against 
Eichmann we are sincerely grate­ 
ful,”

Bad Days 
Had President Kennedy sent American forces into 
the Congo or into Laos or into Cuba, the lik elihood is 
that we rfiould, by now, have stopped the Comrminist 
advance scMnewhcre. Ihstead, in the Congo, the main­ 
tenance of peace has been left to the United Nations; 
in Laos to SEATO, in Cuba, to n<*K)dy. The result is 
a frightful mish-mash which may result in a serious 
% defeat. 
EHiring ttie Eisenhower Administraticm, American 
leadership became synonymous with inaction, witii un­ 
certainty. 
Thereupon, the Briti^ Prime Minister, 
H^old Macmillan, assumed the role -of the honest 
brok er between the United States and Soviet Russia. A 
bridge had to be found between these two governments 
if the Cold War were n<4 to be ccmverted into a fight­ 
ing war. Apparently President Eisenhower found this 
arrangement satisfactory and the British pursued a 
course of delay and negotiation which always started 
hopefully and ended nowhere. The best example of 
this sort of futility is the Geneva Disarmament Confer­ 
ence whirii goes on and on endlessly, producing noth­ 
ing but mountains of words to which no attention is 
paid by anybody. It is now in session and hardly rates 
news reports. 


The theo ry used to be that as lo ng as the 
aatago nists talked, there was no danger o f a fight­ 
ing war. ThU theo ry has pro v ed to be a dud. While 
the talk co ntinues, the So v iet Univ ersal State 
marches fo rward no t o nly difdo matically but ter­ 
rito rially . If the United Natio ns co uld take an antt- 
Co tnmnnist attitude, Katanga wo uld be suppo rted, 
but the United Natio ns canno t be anti-Co mmnnist. 
At mo st. It must be neutral, but neutrality , in many 
instances, means being anti-American; It co uld 
mean being pro -Rnssian. TIm United Natio ns there- 
fmre is no t useful in sto pping Uie Co nsmunist ad- 
v ance any where. 
It Is no t co nstltute<| fo r that 
purpo se. 


Had the United States gone into Laos or (>iba alone, 
it might have been accused of violatii^ treaties and of 
diplomatic arn^ance. Nevertheless, it is rapidly be- 
cwning necessary for the United States, if it asserts 
leaden^ip. to lead. And a leader does ncX need a 
brok er. He needs no middleman. 
So President Kennedy’s conference with Prinoe 
Minister Macmillan is asserting a position that is sound 
and one which, had 
w§ assumed it in 1945, would have 
saved this country much grief and cost. We asserted 
leaderrfiip but bargained away our capacity to lead. We 
attempted to form a ring of alliances which have not 
actually held up. NATO is weak without a strong 
France, willing to assume full co-operative responsi- 
b^ty. SEATO is meaningless without ^ inclusion of 
FomKwa. We have permitted the Soviet sphere of 
influence in Cuba to jell and we have lost the respect 
of Latin American countries because we attended to 
put upon them the burden of break ing down Castro in 
Cuba, whereas they expected us to do it for ttiem at 
any cost.

"In a world where 
nearly half the p(HXilation is illi­ 
terate or semi-literate, no other 
means of mass communication 
C(Mild equal televisi(m's reach and 
impact on the human mind," Gen 
Samoff said at the University of 
Detroit. A billi(m people might 
watch a single program, he de­ 
clared. 
As I say. it’s a great speech. It 
better be. After all, Gen. Samoff 
has been mak ing almost the same 
speech for what seems lik e gen­ 
erations. Of course, the horizons 
have constantly expanded in the 
speech. First, it was transcontin­ 
ental television which was going 
to open up the West to the flood 
of eastern culture — concerts and 
all that jazz. (Except somehow 
it’s work ed the other way around. 
Transcontinental TV has opened 
up the East to the cultural splen- 
do.' of the West, which is to say 
an uninterrupted diet of cowboys 
shooting one another.) Then Gen. 
Samoff spelled (XJt for us the im­ 
minent glories of transoceanic 
television which was always just 
on the verge of happening but 
somehow hasn't happened yet. 
Again, the picture of what this 
would bring us was bright. Very 
bright. Ballet from Covent Gar­ 
den. Statesmen speak ing direct 
from their desk s. Newsmen show­ 
ing us the revoluti(Mis as they hap­ 
pened. New York ers would be en­ 
riched by the sophistication of 
Europe and ultimately the im­ 
memorial wisdom of the East. No 
doubt about it, television is a 
great communication f(M* those il­ 
literate billions, waiting for the 
signal, the RCA receiver, the 
Word. 
However a small but nagging 
suspicion intervened. I turned to 
the TV log the day Samoff’s 
speech was reported to see what 
sort (rf enlightenment Gen. Sar- 
noff's own network . NBC, was 
spreading to (Hir own semi-literate 
millions, pending the completion 
of those satellite transmitters, 
which would carry the word to 
these (rfher billions. 
Well, at 7:30 p.m. NBS’s prime 
time opens Thursdays with "Out­ 
laws.*' You k now something. I 
not only have never seen "Out­ 


laws” but I never heard of It. 
That’s how far I’ve grown from 
this mass medium in so short a 
time. Something with horses in it. 
I wager, "Outlaws” is followed 
on Thursday night by "Bat Mas- 
terson.” Well. I’ve sec that. "Bat 
Masterson” has told substantially 
the same story almost as often 
as David Samoff has made sub­ 
stantially the same speech. 
At 9 p.m. NBC offers "Bachelor 
Father,” a situation comedy, at 
9:.10 Tennessee Ernie Ford — aah, 
those illiterate billions tuning in 
on the folk wisdom of Tennessee 
Ernie — and at 10 o’clock Groucho 
Marx. Well, Groucho might be en­ 
lightening. At least he wouldn’t 
drag the culture of those illlterato 
billions any lower than it already 
is. At 10:30 NBC offers "The Third 
Man," which I guess is some k ind 
of private eye nonsense bared on 
Graham Green’s bo(^, and at 
11:15 until 1 a.m. the might voic# 
of Jack Paar, filling in tire cul­ 
tural niches of those famished 
folk in Asia and Africa, by snarl­ 
ing at Dorothy Kilgallen. 
* I will say one thing about David 
Sarnoff: he’s a giant in the field 
of mass communication: he thrust 
television on the world almost 
single-handed and for that he’ll be 
held accountable at the Day of 
Judgement. But what has alwayi 
amazed me is the fact that Sam­ 
off has managed to preserve his 
origioal innocence about the na­ 
ture of this genie he has let out (rf 
the bottle. 
He really think s television will 
help cure illiteracy when quite 
clearly no instrument has done so 
much to spread illiteracy and to 
ruin the reading habits of chil­ 
dren. Already, our terrible Ameri­ 
can television programs are cor­ 
rupting children in Japan, 8(HJth 
America, England, and Canada— 
not because they’re better than 
the local products but because 
they’re cheaper. In Canada, for 
instance, a station c^n buy a 
Western (which has already made 
its profit in the U.S.) for as little 
as $50 or $75. Why put on an ex­ 
pensive local show when this junk 
will draw a large audience at 
practically no expense? 
In all fairness, I should point 
out that Samoff also said that en­ 
tertainment is not enough for 
global TV, that radically new 
ideas must be developed to mak e 
proper use of the rnedium. But 
he’s been saying that f(H‘ years, 
too, while television’s standards 
have got lower and lower and 
lower.

Goes To Trial 


A whole era goes on trial today as Adolf 
Eichmann, the man who ifc said to have caused 
the murder of six million Jews, sits in the 
prisoner’s box in the public building in Jerusa­ 
lem that has been made over into a court house 
for his trial on 15 criminal charges. 
The trial will be a sort of grim carnival for 
the people of Israel. Of the nation’s two million, 
some 300,000 survived Nazi extermination tech­ 
niques, and thousands more lost relatives and 
friends. To the Nazis genocide was euphemized 
as “the final solution to the Jewish problem”; 
by the Jews it is remembered—still remembered 
—as ha’shoa, the holocaust. 
The defense counsel, the same man who was 
attorney for the Nazi defendants at the post- 
World War II Nuremburg trials, is Dr. Robert 
Servatius of Cologne, West Germany. His fee 
of $20,000 is being paid by the Israeli govern­ 
ment. 
Dr. 
Servatius 
has 
not 
disclosed 
his 
strategy. But he is expected to argue that Eich­ 
mann was kidnaped from Argentina and forcibly 
brought to Israel for trial, that the crimes were 
committed in another land and at a time when 
Israel as a nation did not exist, and that the 
law under which Eichmann is being tried was 
enacted only in 1950, five years after the close 
of the war. He also is expected to contend that 
Eichmann, whose highest rank was lieutenant 
colonel, cannot be held responsible for his

There 
is real concern in Israel and in Germany, and 
from Jerusalem there have come hints that 
peoples other than the Germans may be em­ 
barrassed with the disclosure of new evidence 
on the blood bath.

Bad Days 


Had President Kennedy sent American forces into 
the Congo or into Laos or into Cuba, the likelihood is 
that we should, by now, have stopped the Communist 
advance somewhere. Instead, in the Congo, the main­ 
tenance of peace has been left to the United Nations: 
in Laos to SEATO, in Cuba, to nobody. The result is 
a frightful mish-mash which may result in a serious 
% defeat. 
During the Eisenhower Administration. American 
leadership became synonymous with inaction, with un­ 
certainty. 
Thereupon, the 
British Prime 
Minister, 
Harold Macmillan, assumed the role 'Of the honest 
broker between the United States and Soviet Russia. A 
bridge had to I c found between these two governments 
if the Cold War were not to be converted into a fight­ 
ing war. Apparently President Eisenhower found this 
arrangement satisfactory and the British pursued a 
course of delay and negotiation which always started 
hopefully and ended nowhere. 
The best example of 
this sort of futility is the Geneva Disarmament Confer­ 
ence which goes on and on endlessly, producing noth­ 
ing but mountains of words to which no attention is 
paid by anybody. It is now in session and hardly rates 
news reports. 


The theory used to be that as long as the 
antagonists talked, there was no danger of a fight­ 
ing war. This theory has proved to be a dud. While 
the 
talk 
continues, 
the 
Soviet 
Universal 
State 
marches forward not only diplomatically but ter­ 
ritorially. lf the United Nations could take an anti­ 
communist attitude, Katanga would be supported, 
hut the United Nations cannot be anti-Communist. 
At most, it must be neutral, hut neutrality, in many 
instances, means being anti-American; 
it could 
mean being pro-Russian. The United Nations there­ 
fore is not useful in stopping the Communist ad­ 
vance anywhere. 
It is not constituted for that 
purpose. 


Had the United States gone into Laos or Cuba alone. 
it might have been accused of violating treaties and of 
diplomatic arrogance. Nevertheless, it is rapidly be­ 
coming necessary for the United States, if it asserts 
leadership, to lead. 
And a leader does not need a 
broker. He needs no middleman 
So President Kennedy’s conference with Prime 
Minister Macmillan is asserting a position that is sound 
and one which, had we assumed it in 1945, would have 
saved this country much grief and cost. We asserted 
leadership but bargained away our capacity to lead. We 
attempted to form a ring of alliances which have not 
actually held up. 
NATO is weak without a strong 
France, willing to assume full co-operative responsi­ 
bility. SEATO is meaningless without the inclusion of 
Formosa. 
We have permitted the Soviet sphere of 
influence in Cuba to jell and we have lost the respect 
of Latin American countries because we attempted to 
put upon them the burden of breaking down Castro in 
Cuba, whereas they expected us to do it for them at 
any cost. 


In a word, President Kennedy is breaking with 
the Containment Policy which has not contained 
anything and he is asserting the right of direct 
negotiations with any other country without an 
Intermediary. But these are mere words until they 
are 
implemented 
by 
an 
assertion of strength. 
Sooner or later, the United States must say, Halt! 
And the day that is said, the challenge must he 
made good. 
Great Britain will undoubtedly go 
along but who else will? That is the primary ques­ 
tion that faces President Kennedy and he is arrang­ 
ing to find out. 
The forthcoming visit of Chancellor Konrad 
^ Adenauer to Washington will answer the question as 
to West Germany's position. The visit of President 
Kennedy to President de Gaulle will involve more 
difficult problems. 


President de Gaulle of France not only seeks to 
support the West but to restore the greatness of France. 
Historically France has been the leader of continental 
Europe since, at any rate. Louis XIV <1638-1715). French 
was the language of every court of Europe. The French 
people gloried in their civilization which was universally 
respected. Since 1870, that has not been true. France 
has been losing political prestige. France has lost its 
international cultural leadership. 
General de Gaulle is not satisfied with a second rate 
France. He expects to lead. 
He expects his country 
to lead. He expects to be respected. He expects France 
to be respected. 
He hopes to remake France. 
The 
meeting between President Kennedy and President de 
Gaulle in France will mark a new phase of the Western

Kennedy s Venture Into Personal Diplomacy 


WASHINGTON - It is oppor­ 
tune to put into perspective Pres­ 
ident Kennedy's venture into per­ 
sonal 
diplomacy. 
His talks 
in 
Washington with Prime Minister 
Macmillan and Chancellor Ade­ 
nauer and the later visit which 
Mr. Kennedy plans to make for 
conferences 
with 
President 
de 
Gaulle in Paris are the direct re­ 
sult of the American Presidential 
election — a change in personnel 
here and maybe in international 
policy. 
Mr. Macmillan is an old hand— 
an experienced diplomat—and Mr. 
de Gaulle and Mr. Adenauer have 
a long-time background in inter­ 
national controversies. The big 
question is how these experienced 
diplomats will bargain and trade 
in the next few months with the 
relatively inexperienced President 
of the United States. 
For Mr. Kennedy has let it be 
known that he himself is going to 
handle negotiations on the big 
problems. He has some able ad­ 
visers who have been in govern­ 
ment for some time, but not one 
has the intimate knowledge of 
the American government’* long 
and at times difficult negotiations 
with our allies that President 
Eisenhower and the members of 
th* National Security Council ob­ 
tained in the last eight years. 
Diplomacy is. of course, often 
a matter of trades and reciprocal 
concessions. The British, for in­ 
stance, know that the Red China 
problem is acutely controversial 
in the United States It isn’t in 
Britain, and the Macmillan gov­ 
ernment can take any position it 
pleases on that question, advanc­ 
ing or retreating, but the United 
States cannot. So the British dip­ 
lomats will argue for something 
they are anxious to get from 
America and trade it off‘for a 
willingness to let the Red China 
problem ride for a while. 
What do the British really want? 
What do the French want? What 
do the Germans want? Obviously, 
they want issues settled in a way

It goes along 
with the viewpoint expressed by 
some so-called “liberals” in the 
United States, who say that Red 
China must be recognized as a 
“fact." But so is the aggression 
by Red China in Korea a “fact,” 
and so is the tyranny imposed to­ 
day by the Communists on the 
Chinese people. Is America's anti­ 
colonial zeal to be confined to

The real concern here is whether 
President Kennedy will succumb 
to these new doctrines called “lib­ 
eral,” or whether he will stand up 
for American idealism when he is 
confronted by European states­ 
men.

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Same Old Speech 


By John Crosby 


It's a great speech. In fact, if 
you ask me. I think ifs a better 
speech than the Cross of Gold 
speech of W'illiam Jennings Bryan, 
giving uplift to the emotions and 
having little relevance to reality. 
I refer to Gen Samoff’s speech 
the other day that mankind stood 
on the verge of global television 
via satellites. “In a world where 
nearly half the population is illi­ 
terate or semi literate, no other 
means of mass communication 
could equal television'* reach and 
impact on the human mind,’’ Gen 
Sarnoff said at the University of 
Detroit. A billion people might 
watch a single program, he de­ 
clared. 
As I say, ifs a great speech. It 
better be. After all, Gen. Sarnoff 
has been making almost the same 
speech for what seems like gen­ 
erations. Of course, the horizons 
have constantly expanded in the 
speech. First, it was transcontin­ 
ental television which was going 
to open up the West to the flood 
of eastern culture — concerts and 
all that jazz. (Except somehow 
ifs worked the other way around. 
Transcontinental TV has opened 
up the East to the cultural splen­ 
dor of the West, which is to say 
an uninterrupted diet of cowboys 
shooting one another.) Then Gen. 
Sarnoff spelled out for us the im­ 
minent glories of transoceanic 
television which was always just 
on the verge of happening but 
somehow hasn't happened yet. 
Again, the picture of what this 
would bring us was bright. Very 
bright. Ballet from Covent Gar­ 
den. Statesmen speaking direct 
from their desks Newsmen show­ 
ing us the revolutions as they hap­ 
pened New Yorkers would be en­ 
riched by the sophistication of 
Europe and ultimately the im­ 
memorial wisdom of the East No 
doubt about it, television is a 
great communication for those il­ 
literate billions, waiting for the 
signal, the RCA 
receiver, 
the 
Word. 
However a small but nagging 
suspicion intervened. I turned to 
the TV log the day Sarnoff* 
speech was reported to see what 
sort of enlightenment Gen. Sar- 
noffs own network. NBC, was 
spreading to our own semi-literate 
millions, pending the completion 
of 
those 
satellite 
transmitters, 
which would carry the word to 
these other billions. 
Well, at 7 30 p.m. NBS'* prime 
time opens Thursdays with “Out­ 
laws. ’* You know something. 
I 
not only have never seen “Out­ 


laws” but I never heard of It. 
That s how far I’ve grown from 
this mass medium in so short a 
time. Something with horses in it, 
I wager. “Outlaws" is followed 
on Thursday night by “Bat Mas­ 
ter son ” Well. I ve see that. “Bat 
Masterson" has told substantially 
the same story almost as often 
as David Sarnoff has made sub­ 
stantially the same speech. 
At 9 p.m. NBC offers “Bachelor 
Father." a situation comedy, at 
9 30 Tennessee Ernie Ford — aah, 
those illiterate billions tuning in 
on the folk wisdom of Tennessee 
Ernie — and at IO o’clock Groucho 
Marx. Well, Groucho might be en­ 
lightening. At least he wouldn't 
drag the culture of those illiterate 
billions any lower than it already 
is At 10:30 NBC offers “The Third 
Man," which I guess is some kind 
of private eye nonsense based on 
Graham Green’s book, and at 
ll: 15 until I a m. the might voice 
of Jack Paar, filling in the cul­ 
tural niches of those famished 
folk in Asia and Africa, by snarl­ 
ing at Dorothy Kilgallen. 
I will say one thing about David 
Sarnoff; he’s a giant in the field 
of mass communication; he thrust 
television on the world almost 
single handed and for that he ll be 
held accountable at the Day of 
Judgement But what has always 
amazed me is the fact that Sarn­ 
off has managed to preserve his 
original innocence about the na­ 
ture of this genie he has let out of 
the bottle. 
He really thinks television will 
help cure illiteracy when quite 
clearly no instrument has done so 
much to spread illiteracy and to 
ruin the reading habits of chil­ 
dren. Already, our terrible Ameri­ 
can television programs are cor­ 
rupting children in Japan, South 
America. England, and Canada— 
not because they’re better than 
the local products hut because 
they're cheaper. In Canada, for 
instance, a station can buy a 
Western (which has already made 
its profit in the U.S.) for as little 
as $50 or $75. Why put on an ex­ 
pensive local show when this junk 
will draw a large audience at 
practically no expense9 
In all fairness, I should point 
out that Sarnoff also said that en­ 
tertainment is not 
enough for 
global TV. that 
radically new 
ideas must be developed to make 
proper use of the medium. But 
he s been saying that for years, 
too, while television’s standards 
have got lower and lower and 
lower.
